A Street Urcliia Accidentally Shot an 
8 -Year-ü ld Boy at Spring ­ 
field, This State. 


The 9 year-old son of Frank 
Tu cker, who resides at W est End, 
in Franklin cou nty, Indiana, de­ 
liberately * killed his mother Mon­ 
day nig ht in a fit of rag e and 
killed himself.
